delivering the markup language document to the client after said modifyin g the at 

least one link . 

3. (Original) A method as recited in claim 1 , wherein the markup language document is a 
HTML document. 

4. (Currently Amended) A method as recited in claim 1 , wherein said modifying comprises: 
scanning the markup language document to locate the script portion; 

searching the script portion to locate a hostname; 

producing a replacement hostname for the located hostname; and 

replacing the located hostname with the replacement hostname for th e locat e d hostname . 
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5. (Currently Amended) A method as recited in claim 4, wherein the located hostname is 
associated with Ae one or more remote servers, and the replacement hostname is associated with 
the intermediary server. 

6. (Ciirrently Amended) A method as recited in claim 5, wherein the located hostname is 
part of the at least one link, 

7. (Currently Amended) A method as recited in claim 6, wherein the at least one link is a 
Universal Resource Locator for th e anoth e r a resource. 

8. (Original) A method as recited in claim 5, wherein the markup language document is a 
HTML document. 

9. (Currently Amended) A method as recited in claim 1, wherein the a.hostname is 
associated with ^ a.remote sefvaF Sserver . 

1 0. (Currently Amended) A method for modifying a markup langxiage document^ to facilitat e 
acc e ss to oth e r r e sourc e s r e siding on r e mot e s e rv e r s through an int e rm e diat e s e rv e r, said m e thod 
comprising: 

receiving the markup language documen t at an intermediary server, the markup language 
document having at least a script portion including at least one of function and property 
statements; and 

modifying at least one of the function and property statements within the script portion of 
the markup language document to facilitate assess -access to Sie-other resources residing on the 
one or more remote servers through the intermediary server. 

1 1 . (Original) A method as recited in claim 1 0, wherein said modifying comprises: 
scaiming the markup language document to locate the script portion; 

searching the script portion to locate a predetermined function or property statement; and 
replacing the predetermined function or property statement with a function call. 

1 2. (Original) A method as recited in claim 1 1 , wherein the markup language docimient is a 
HTML document. 
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13. (Currently Amended) A method as recited in claim 11, wherein the predetermined 
function or property statement p e rtains to s e tting or g e tting a cooki e is replaced with a set or get 
cookies function call . 

14. (Currently Amended) A method as recited in claim 1 1, wherein the predetermined 
function or property statement p e rtains to initiatin g initiates a request. 

15. (Currently Amended) A method as recited in claim 1 1 , wherein the predetermined 
function or property statement that-retums a Universal Resource Locator. 

1 6. (Currently Amended) A method for modifying a HTML document^ to facilitat e acc e ss to 
oth e r HTML docum e nts through an int e rm e diary s e rv e r, said m e thod comprising th e acts of : 

receiving, at the-an intermediary server, a particular HTML document from a remote 
server, the particular HTML document having a script portion; 

locating hostnames of Universal Resource Locators (URLs) constructed or to be 
constructed within the script portion of the particular HTML document; and 

modifying the located hostnames within th e particular HTML docum e nt in accordance 
with a hostname associated v^th the intermediary server. 

1 7. (Currently Amended) A method for modifying a HTML document^ to facilitat e acc e ss to 
oth e r HTML docum e nts through an int e rm e diary s e rv e r, said m e thod comprising th e acts of : 

receiving, at #ie an intermediary server, a particular HTML document from a remote 
server, the particular HTML document having a script portion; 

locating one of predetermined prop e rti e s property er and function statements within the 
script portion of the particular HTML document; and 

modifying th e script portion of th e particular HTML docum e nt bv r eplacing a located 
statement within the script portion with a function call statement. 

1 8. (Currently Amended) A method as recited in claim 1 7, wherein the predetermined 
function or property statement p e rtains to se tting or g e tting a cooki e is replaced v^th a set or get 
cookies function call. 
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19. (Currently Amended) A method as recited in claim 17, wherein the predetermined 
function or property statement p e rtains to initiating initiates a request. 

20. (Currently Amended) A computer readable media including at least computer program 
code for modifying a markup language document to facilitat e acc e ss to oth e r r e sourc e s r e siding 
on r e mot e s e rv e rs through an int e rm e diat e s e rv e r , said computer readable media comprising: 

computer program code for receiving the markup language document at an intermediary 
server, the markup language document having at least a script portion including at least one link 
to another resource; and 

computer program code for modifying the at least one link within a -the script portion of 
the markup language docxmient to link to the intermediary server. 

21 . (Currently Amended) A computer readable media including at least computer program 
code for modifying a markup language document to facilitat e acc e ss to oth e r r e sourc e s r e siding 
on r e mot e s e rv e rs through an int e rm e diat e s e rv e r , said computer readable media comprising: 

computer program code for receiving the markup language documen t at an intermediary 
server, the markup language document having at least a script portion including at l e ast one of 
property and function statements; and 

computer program code for modifying at least one of the property erand function 
statements v^thin the script portion of the markup language document to facilitate assess -access 
to ^ other resources residing on ^ one or more remote servers through the intermediary 
server. 

22. (New) The computer readable media of claim 20, wherein the markup language 
document is being requested by a client, the computer program code being performed at the 
intermediary server, and the computer readable media further comprising: 

computer program code for delivering the markup language docimient to the client after 
said modifying the at least one link. 

23. (New) The computer readable media of claim 20, wherein the markup language 
document is a HTML document. 
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24. (New) The computer readable media of claim 20, wherein the computer program code 
for modifying comprises: 

computer program code for scanning the markup language document to locate the script 
portion; 

computer program code for searching the script portion to locate a hostname; 
computer program code for producing a replacement hostname for the located hostname; 

and 

computer program code for replacing the located hostname with the replacement 
hostname. 

25. (New) The computer readable media of claim 24, wherein the located hostname is 
associated with one or more remote servers, and the replacement hostname is associated with the 
intermediary server. 

26. (New) The computer readable media of claim 25, wherein the located hostname is part of 
the at least one link. 

27. (New) The computer readable media of claim 26, wherein the at least one link is a 
Universal Resource locator for a resource. 

28. (New) The computer readable media of claim 25, wherein the markup language 
document is a HTML document. 

29. (New) The computer readable media of claim 20, wherein a hostname is associated with 
a remote server. 
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30. (New) The computer readable media of claim 2 1 , wherein the computer program code 
for modifying comprises: 

computer program code for scaiming the markup language document to locate the script 
portion; 

computer program code searching the script portion to locate a predetermined function or 
property statement; and 

computer program code replacing the predetermined function or property statement with 
a function call. 

3 1 . (New) The computer readable media of claim 30, wherein the markup language 
docimient is a HTML document. 

32. (New) The computer readable media of claim 30, wherein the predetermined function or 
property statement is replaced with a set or get cookies function call. 

33. (New) The computer readable media of claim 30, wherein the predetermined function or 
property statement initiates a request. 

34. (New) The computer readable media of claim 30, wherein the predetermined function or 
property statement that returns a Universal Resource Locator.
